Truman announced at his press 
eonference that Marshall is resign- 
ing effective Jan. 20, for reasons 
of health, and will be succeeded 
by Acheson, who served as under- 
secretary with Cordell Hull. 

Asserting these and several top- 
level switches in his administration 
will mean no change in American 
foreign policy, the president de- 
elared specifically and in strong 
language that there is absolutely 
no foundation for reports that he 
wanted to soften the United States’ 
present “tough” policy in dealing 
with Russia. 

SUDDEN ANNOUNCEMENT 

Truman announced Marshall's 
resignation suddenly after opening 
his press conference by saying he 
bad some announcements to make, 

In short order then he said the 
68-year-old Marshall and Under- 
Secretary Robert A .Lovett, a Wall 
Street banker, are resigning from 
their jobs effective Jan, 20, in- 
suguration day for Truman's new 
‘erm, 

To replace them, he said, he has 
famed 55-year-old Dean 
Washingtun lawyer and staunch 
party Democrat, as secretary of 
state, and James E. Webb, the pres- 
ent budget director as under- 
secretary. 

The president, when announcing 
Marshall's resignation and his ac 
ceptance, betrayed in his yoice the 
affection he has always maintained 
for the Second World War chief of 
staff. 

“| think General Marshal! is the 
outstanding man of that war 
period,” he said. 


RECOVERY 1S SLOW 

Truman emphasized that consid- 
erations of General Marshall's 
health prompted him to accept the 
resignation, and that he did so 
‘reluctantly and with deep regret.” 

Marshall underwent a kidney 
operation last month and is now st 
his home in Pinehurst, NC, re 
cuperating. His recovery has gone 
slowly and the announcement that 
the 68-year-old general would re- 
tire from the cabinet’s No, 1 post 
was not unexpected. 

Lovett, whom General Marshall 
brought into the state department, 
said in a letter to Truman that he 
submited his resignation “for per- 
sonal reasons with which you are 
familiar.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—(BUP)—President Truman 
asked Congress today to extend rent control “at least two 


years” and renewed his plea

He repeated in general terms his 
hope that action would be taken on 
the St. Lawrence seaway and power

At the same time, the president 
hinted in his third annual economic 
report that he was thinking largely 
of an excess profits tax on business 
}when he asked Congress on Wed- 
nesday for $4,000,000,000 in new tax 
money. 

And he went on to expand his tax 
program today by saying that

|be desirable; but some excise taxes, 
particularly on  oleomargarine,| 
should be repealed.”

BOOST PAYMENTS 

The government's boosted pay- 
ments to the provinces result from 
the “escalator” clause in the taxa- 
tion agreements, signed two years 
ago and which run for a total of 
five years. 

The “escalator” clause calls for 
increased payments according to 
increases in population and growth 
of the gross national product—sum 
total of Canada's annual produc- 
tion and similar in nature to the 
gross national income. 

In the 1947-48 fiscal year, the 
spokesman sald, the gross national 
product topped $15,000,000,000, an 
increase of more than $1,000,000,000 
over the previous year. 

Population in all the provinces 
also has shown steady improve- 
ment 

As an indication of what the in- 
crease may mean to the provinces, 
the spokesman said British Colum- 
bia, which received about $21,000,- 
000 in 1947 and $23,000,000 in 1948 
likely will receive about $25,000,000 
in the 1948-49 fiscal term.
